Churchill Warns Commons 


British Prime Minister Church­ 
ill has the knack of 
hitting 
the 
nail on tile head, 
as 
he 
again 
demonstrated yesterday 
on 
the 
manner in which he drove home 
the points of his notable two-hour 
war report to the House of Com­ 
mons. 
Outstanding was the 
Premier’s 
warning of the need of cordial 
relations 
between 
the 
Anglo- I 
American Allies and their Russian 
colleague— a subject which long ! 
has been driving 
many 
timid 
statesmen to the hurricane cellar. I 
He broached the matter by 
an- i 
nouncing that not only will there 
be a conference of representatives 
of America, Britain 
and 
Russia 
“at an early date” but that this , 
will be followed by a Roosevelt- 
Stalin-Churchill parley, 
and 
of 
this latter project he said: 
“No meeting during this war 
could carry 
with 
it 
so 
much 
significance for the future of the 
world as a meeting between the 
heads of three governments, for 
without close, cordial and lasting 
association between Soviet Russia 
and their great Allies we might 
find ourselves at the end of the 
war only to have entered upon a 
period of deepening confusion.” 
Mr. Churchill thus approached 
a great issue which is causing in- 1 
creasing a n x i e t y — that is, the need 
of ironing out important differ­ 
ences in view point'between the 
Anglo-American partnership and 
our Soviet ally. 
These problems 
arc largely political and 
unless 
they are solved they will bode no 
good to a post-war world which 
will be entering a new epoch in 
the progress of mankind. 
To my mind the fundamental 
fact to which all parties must ad­ 
just their outlook is that Russia’s J 
star seems 
to 
be 
leading 
her 
straight to domination of most of 
Europe and Asia after this war. I 
Look at it whate ver way you will ' 
— politically, 
ecrmwnically 
or 
militarily— and 
the 
answer 
is i 
the same. 
This 
vast, 
self-con­ 
tained, invulnerable empire will 
be the most powerful unit of the 
Eastern 
Hemisphere. 
That’s 
a 
decree of fate, and the only way 
to meet it is to recognise it and 
strive for a frank understanding. 
Among the questions on which 
the Soviet and the Western Allies 
appear to be rather far apart is 
that relating to the 
method 
of 
handling the defeated Axis coun­ 
tries, and especially as regards tho 
treatment of Germany. 
America 
and Britain demand unconditional 
surrender, which would be fol­ 
lowed by military occupation. 
Moscow, on the other hand, has 
nodded approval of the activities

to sell. 
For the most part, the retail coal 
dealers here accept the wartime 
restrictions with patriotic under­ 
standing. 
But, at the same time 
they are apologetic.

tomers have to be disappointed 
along with the rest now. for, as

Russia who have formed commit­ 
tees and are trying to persuade 
the German people to overthrow 
Hitler and form a government 
which they hope might secure a 
negotiated peace. 
The signs are, 
too, that the Soviet doesn’t care 
for the Allied plans for supervis­ 
ing Italy. 
Underlying the issue 
of 
the 
post-war handling of both G erm ­ 
any and Italy there is, of course, 
the very big question 
of 
what 
form of government these coun­ 
tries ultimately will 
adopt 
for 
themselves. 
From 
what 
fount 
will they draw their inspiration? 
Then there's the question of the 
Balkans, which Russia regards as 
within her sphere of influence 
but which also figure in Britain s 
interests in tho Middle East. And 
over in Iran (Persia) the old, old 
rivalry between Britain and Rus­ 
sia for domination of this strate­ 
gically situated state is working 
overtime, as was made quite cleat 
to me during my recent visit to 
that country. 
More than inciden­ 
tally, many observers hold that 
Russia has lier eye on the Persian 
gulf to provide her with one of 
the warm water ports which she 
needs so badly. 
So it goes, and the further we 
proceed in surveying the position 
the more apparent does it become 
that there must be a mighty lot 
of give and take among the Allies 
if grave difficulties are 
to

age and impending rationing.” 
Little hope for relief from the 
stringency is expected from the* 
coal truckers who in former years 
hauled hundreds of tone of coal 
over the highways here from the 
mines in southern Ohio, Kentucky 
and West Virginia.

such a dark outlook for plentiful 
supplies of coal, the coal trucks I 
that once roared into Washington ;

Germs Ca use Trench Mouth

FO R A while it wa? called 
“trench m ou th,” and it may he ; 
called acu te pyorrhea. Technically ! 
it is called 
Vincent's infection, I 
a fter the 
French bacteriologist 
who discovered the germs which

cau se it. It is an inflammation of 
the 
gu ms, especially 
near 
the 
tooth m argin and beginning with 
redness and swelling and a little 
pu s form ation; it can go on to 
local gangrene and considerable 
tissu e loss. 


It is cau sed by two germs which 
are nearly alw ays fou nd together 
—one is a bacillu s and one a long, 
cu rly spirillu m. One of them or a 
combination of them is a n atu ral 
gangrene produ cer and tha t is 
where the trou ble begins. 


W hen it is said tha t the condi­ 
tion is du e to infection with these 
germs, the statem ent leaves ou t 
another factor, perhaps two tha t 
are really more im portant than 
the presence of the germs them ­ 
selves. Becau se from everyone’s 
mou th— no m atter how clean and 
healthy— it is possible to cu ltu re 
some Vincent germ s. They are on 
the su rface of the gu ms or teetn 
and do no harm u ntil they pene­ 
trate the tissu es and this pen etra­ 
tion is du e to a lowering of bodily 
resistance, perhaps poor diet. Tho 
other possible factor is tha t you 
are u sed to you r own Vincent 
germs, bu t if you happen to get 
someone else’s in you r mou th you 
are liable 
to trou ble. 
Lowered 
bodily tone then and cross infec­ 
tion are the im portant factors in 
acqu iring the disease. 


Increa se in Disea se 


It wou ld be natu ral in view of 
these factors to su ppose m a t at 
the present tu ne there wou ld be 
an increase in the am ou nt of cases 
with 
V incent’" infection. G reat 
nu mbers of the popu lation are 
crowded together in w ar plants, 
they are living in cram ped qu a r­ 
ters, they are su bject to fatigu e, 
they get w hat kinds of food they 
can, they eat off plates and with 
knives, forks and spoons that are 
often not adequ ately cleaned a fter 
the last cu stomer was served. Low­ 


ered bodily resistance and cross 
infection arc present everywhere. 
ju st as they were in the trenches 
when the condition got its name of 
trench mou th. 
If taken early when the gu m* 
are ju s t beginning to be acu tely 
red and swollen, it can be su ccess­ 
fu lly stopped in fou r or five days 
by an ex perier.eed dentist. I.fte r 
on when destru ctive changes have 
occu rred, restoration 
is not so 
easy. 
Rules for Trea tment 


A dentist connected with a large 
indu strial plant has these ru les 
for treatm en t: 
1. Observe complete dish. glass 
and 
silverw are 
isolation. 
Boil 
dishes for three to rive minu tes in 
soap and water. 
2. E a t 
and drink only from 
paper dishes and cu ps in pu blic 
restau rants. 
3. Throw away toothbru sh and 
do not bru sh teeth u ntil told to 
do so. 
4. E a t plenty of green leafy 
vegetables. Force flu ids, ju ices and 
milk. 
5. Use a mild, antiseptic mou th 
wash every hou r. 
6. Use a cathartic or an enema 
to keep the bowels regu lar. 
7. Make regu lar visits to dental 
clinic. 
8. Perm it no girl with V incent’s 
infection to handle food or dishes 
in the kitchen.
